Eludes Captors, She Says.

But Mr. Gore reaches the yource of our judicial 
weaknesses when he attacks the elective method | 
of choosing judges. It is to be doubted if we can 
devise any system of criticism which will protect 
good judges and eliminate unfit judges. So long 
as judgeships are prizes of party and factional 
commerce, the general level of judicial character 
and efficiency will not rise much above it. Indeed, 
we have reason for wonder that our bench con- 
tains so many men who do rise above it and in 
their work show the real fitness which is worthy 
of protection from the assaults of politica] fortune. 
We have had judges who have-held their places 
on the woolsack through many elections because 
of their marked fitness in character and, judicial 
ability and experience. But we believe it is more 
difficult for such judges to survive than in the 
past, not primarily because politics is less scrupu- 
lous toward the bench.than in the past, but be- 
cause in a huge community like Cook county of 
the present duy it is much more difficult for an 
individual judge to impose his personal qualities 
on the voters’ consciousness. 
We are not very sanguine of a change from the 
elective system to the appointive, although the 
federa] judiciary has been and is a standing illus- 
tration of the better method. Perhaps we ought 
tc stress tenure rather than method of choice. 
If our judges were elected for much longer terms 
their independence would be to that extent in- 
creased and the office would become more attrac- | 
tive to the higher grade of lawyer. If there is sound | 
objection to the appointive method, which we do> 
not believe, the best plan would be to elect judges 
tw serve during good behavior.

MR. BROOKHART REPLIES. 
Washington, Ia., June 17.—In your edi- 
torial of June 16s 1926, you take occa- 
sion to advise the.people of Iowa that 
it will hurt Iowa to re@lect me to the 
United States senate because of my ideas 
on codperative economics. ‘Since you 
have assumed this duty to my constitu- 
ents, I deem it only fair that you should 
publish my views of this proposition. 
When I first ran for the senate in 1920 
I had a plank in my platform indorsing 
codperation—I think the first ever pro- 


mulgated by a candidate for congress. 
In almost every speech since that date 
I have reiterated this declaration, and 
your enterprising newspaper fraternity, 
which always fights me with malicious 
vindictiveness, never discovered any- 
thing to criticize until 1 said the same 
thing at Mason City. In the senate lI 
emphasized this principle so persistently 
that some senators have nicknamed me 
Co-Op.” 

No idea in American politics has gath- 
ered more force in a short time than 
this. Several laws encouraging codpera- 
tion have been enacted since my first 
platform. President Coolidge has made 
coéperation the sole basis of his farm 
program. His codperative law passed 
the house and will probably pass the 
senate, appropriating government money 
to encourage this thing which you desig- 
nate socialism when I talk about it. 
Since codperation stands for extreme 
private ownership and is the exact op- 
posite of socialism, there is a measure 
of ignorance or malice when you use 
the terms “ radical,’’ “ socialistic,” and 
‘“‘communistic’’ to designate the co- 
operative policy which is now approved 
by the statesmen of all factions and all 
parties. Your charge that I will hurt 
Iowa by advocating this policy is an in- 
sult to the intelligence of every farmer, 
every laboring man, every little busi- 
ness man, and every iittle banker in the 
state, and this charge is made without 
citing a single fact to sustain it. Your 
only intimation is that people would not 
want to invest their money in Iowa. In 
answer to this I want to say that lowa is 
looking for a chance to get a price for 
her products that will enable her to pay 
off the investments from outside and get 
rid of them entirely. Since Iowa produces 
more from Mother Earth than any other 
spot in the United States, or in the world, 
of equal size, if she can get a fair ex- 
change of her products with the prod- 
ucts of other industries, she will have 
money to lend instead of being a sup- 


pliant borrower.

In effect, the mayor's action com- 
pletely strips the health commissioner 
of all authority in the management 
of the sanitarium. Indirectly, it also 
cripples his control of combative meas- 
ures against tuberculosis, although as 
chief health officer, he is accountable 


for the city’s death rate.

month ago when Dr. Bundesen and 
John J. Collins, president of the sani- 
tarium, deadlocked over the location 
of tuberculosis death records kept in 
the sanitarium's offices at 952 North 
Michigan avenue. 

In order to make them available to 
his men and to save a duplication of 
the work of six clerks and office, ex- 
penses, Dr. Bundesen asked that the 
files be removed to his offices which 
are open twenty-four hours a day. Dr.

Collins then challenged Dr. Bunde- 
sen’s vote, claiming he was not a mem- 
ber of the board of health. The ques- 
tion was taken to the mayor who sub- 
mitted it to Corporation Counsel] Busch 
for an opinion. In the meantime, meet- 
ings of the directors were suspended 
and progress at the sanitarium, which 
represents a $2,000,000 investment of 
taxpayers’ money has been tied up.

RIVER STRAIGHTENING 
ORDINANCE: 0. K.’D BY 
COUNCIL COMMITTEE 


The committee on railway terminals 
yestesday recommended for passage 
the contract ordinance by which it is 
agreed that the south branch of the 
Chicago river between Polk and 18th 
Streets shall be straightened in the next 
three years. The measure will be re- 
ported to the city council tomorrow. 

Under the agreement the railroads 
will pay $7,446,199 and the city $1,748,- 


| 735 of the estimated cost of the unkink- 


ing of the stream. The railroads are 
given three months after the passage 
of the ordinance to file formal ac- 
ceptance and bond. Then the work is 
scheduled to start. 

The agreement stipulates that there 
shall be collected and spent $500,000 
in the first year, $1,000,000 in the sec- 
ond year, and $3,500,000 in the third 
year. That total of $5,000,000 is a 
rough estimate of the cost of construc- 
tion and involves an actual outlay of 
cash. 

Technically the cost of the new chan- 
nel will be its right of way, the build- 
ings, bridges, and other structures on 
it which must be destroyed and then 
the cost of digging and the construc- 
tion of docks. This total cost is $9,194,- 
934 and its distribution with percent- 
ages estimated roughly is as follows:

[ILLINOIS RIVER 
PROJECT 0. K.'D 
BY SENATE BODY 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 

Washington, D. C., June 23.—[Spe- 
cial.J—After a two weeks’ struggle 
over the controversial] features of the 
omnibus rivers and harbors bill the 
senate commerce committee today re- 
ported the measure favorably to the 
senate. It carries authorizations of 
$59,419,000 for the improvement of 
scores of projects throughout the 


country, including the $3,500,000 for 


the Illinois waterway. 
The senate committee added $13,861,- 


000 for additional projects to the Dill,. 


but cut the authorization for the im- 

provement of the Missouri river be- 

tween Kansas City and Sioux City, 

la., from an estimated $50,000,000 to 

the definite figure of $12,000,000. 
Senate Adds Items. 

New items added to the bill by the 
senate included $5,000,000 for improv- 
ing the intracoastal canal from Beau- 
fort inlet, North Carolirfa, to the Cape 
Fear river; $6,500,000 for power, flood 
control, and irrigation surveys of a 
number of rivers in various parts of 
the country, $621,000 for improving the 
Galveston channel, $1,655,000 for work 
on the Hackensack river in New Jer- 
sey, and $85,000 for a Louisiana project. 

The rivers and harbors bill now goes 
automatically on the senate calendar, 
where it will have to wait until the

U. S. GRAIN CORP.| 
WINS ACCOUNTING 
SUIT ON APPEAL 


Holding that ‘the trade customs and 


agreements on which was based an order 
of the Superior court directing an ac- 
counting by the United States Grain cor- 
poration, on a suit by the Armour Grain 
company, could not be enforced, the | 
Appellate court yesterday reversed the 
decision of the lower court. A ruling | 
under the food controt act of Dec. l, 
1917, was cited to uphold the ruling. 

In its suit the Armour Grain company 
had alleged that the United States Grain 
company had refused to surrender cer- 
tain freight receipts, valued at more 
than $46,000, in refunds from railroads. 
The suit rested upon an arrangement be- 
tween grain dealers and railroads tech- 
nically known as the transit storage 
privilege. 

The Armour Grain company alleged 
that it sold some 13,000,000 bushels of, 
wheat to the United States Grain com- 
pany, on which the amount sued for 
was due from western carriers.

,ried woman teacher who has already 
| been excused twice for the purpose and 
who becomes aware that she is about 
to bear a third child, must, under the 
suggested rule, immediately notify the 
superintendent of schools of her con- 
dition 

‘‘The services of such person shall 
thereupon® be terminated,” provides 
the regulation. 


It is understood that this change had

‘undesirable. One teacher, it is said, 
has applied for and received maternity 
leave for four successive periods, a)l 
overlappingsin dates.

Thousands of Washingtonians, in- 
cluding the secretary of the navy and 
members of congress, met the youth- 
ful naval aviator and his pilot, Floyd 
O. Bennett, at the train. They were 
immediately escorted to the Washing- 


ton auditorium, where a cheering audi- 
ence of six thousand awaited. In the 


assemblage were ambassadors and min- 
isters of many nations, justices of the 


Supreme court, cabinet members, con- - 


gressmen, scientists and high army. 
and naval officers. — 


In behalf of the National Geograph- 


ical society, President Coolidge pre- 
sented the Hubbard gold medal, award- 
ed for valor in exploration, to Com- 
mander Byrd and the medal of the 
Geographical society to Pilot Bennett. 

‘Lieutenant Commander Byrd,” 
said the President, “ your record as 
an officer and as a man is illustrious. 
It is particularly gratifying to me to 
have this privilege of welcoming you 
home. and of congratulating you on 
behalf of an admiring country, and to 
have the honor of presenting to you 
the Hubbard medal.”

“These records,’ he said, “in the 
opinion of the committee, substantiate 
the claims of our member that he at- 
tained the north apex of the globe by 
airplane.” 

In praising Commander Byrd for 
his exploit, President Coolidge asserted 
that the aviator had added luster to 
the brillian history of the American 
navy. He cited the flight over the 
north pole as a striking illustration 
of the scientific and mechanical prog- 
ress made since 1909, when Peary 
made his trip to the pole, and pre- 
dicted that Byrd's exploit was the be- 
ginning of a new era of sicentific ex- 
ploration by air. 

“I cannot but admire,” said the 
President, ‘the superb courage of the 
man willing to set forth on such a 
great adventure in the unexplored 
realms of the air. But we must not 
forget, nor fail to appreciate the vision 
and persistence which led him ulti- 
mately to achieve the dream of his 
naval academy days. He never ceased 
the effort to prepare himself mental- 


‘ 


ily, scientifically and physically to meet 


the supreme test. His deed will be but 
the beginning of sicentific explora- 
tion considered difficult of achlevement 
before he proved the possibilities of 
the airplane.” 


The President spoke of the thrill 
which swept the world when the news 
was announced that Commander Byrd 
had conquered the north pole. 

“It was the spontaneous tribute,” 
he said, “to a brave man for a daring 
feat. We, his countrymen, were par- 
ticularly proud... This man, with a 
record of distinguished service tn the 
development -of aeronautics, had, by 
his crowning act, added luster to the 
brilliant history of the American - 


navy.”
